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Explanatory Memorandum to Parts 1 and 2 


Equitable share and conditional allocations to pre-election 
municipalities 

Introduction 

The re-determinations of municipal boundaries by the Municipal Demarcation Board come into effect on the 
date of the local government elections. The Minister of Cooperative Governance and Traditional Affairs has 
officially proclaimed that the 2016 local government elections will take place on 3 August 2016. The boundary 
re-determinations that will come into effect on this date include 21 major re-determinations in 8 provinces. In 
these cases the existing (“pre-election”) municipalities are disestablished and new (“post-election”) 
municipalities are established. 

All allocations for the 2016 Medium Term Expenditure Framework (MTEF) in the Division of Revenue Act, 
2016 (Act 3 of 2016, hereafter “the Act”) were fully updated to take account of the re-determined municipal 
boundaries. As a result, allocations in the Act and in the Government Gazette published in terms of section 
16(1) of the Act were only published for the 257 post-election municipalities. Section 38 of the Act makes 
provision that, in the event that the local government election date is after the start of the 2016/17 municipal 
financial year, National Treasury must gazette allocations for pre-election municipalities. This is intended to 
ensure that these municipalities have the necessary resources for the period between the start of the municipal 
financial year and the time post-election municipalities come into effect. 

This notice provides for equitable share and conditional allocations for pre-election municipalities in 
accordance with section 38(2) and (4) of the Act. This notice has two parts: 

• Part 1 sets out the first transfer of the equitable share to pre-election municipalities in terms of section 
38(2) of the Act which requires National Treasury to determine and gazette the first equitable share 
transfer to each pre-election municipality if the election date is after 1 July 2016. 

• Part 2 sets out the conditional allocations to pre-election municipalities in terms of section 38(4) of the 
Act, which enables National Treasury, after consulting the relevant transferring officers, to determine 
and publish conditional allocations to pre-election municipalities. 


Determining allocations for pre-election municipalities 

Equitable share 

The equitable share is allocated to municipalities in terms of sections 214 and 227 of the Constitution and is 
the largest transfer to municipalities. The first transfer to pre-election municipalities has been determined after 
taking into account the importance of the equitable share to municipal budgets, and that the first equitable 
share transfer to post-election municipalities will take place on 31 August 2016. This date was determined to 
allow time for post-election municipalities to confirm the details of their new primary bank accounts and for 
these to be verified before transfers are made. This date will formally be gazetted in terms of Section 38(3)(b) 
of the Act, after the election has been held. 
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To calculate this initial transfer, two months’ worth of the allocation in Schedule 3 of the Division of Revenue 
Act for the relevant post-election municipality was determined (2 of 12 months is equivalent to 16.7 per cent of 
the allocation). This amount was then divided between the pre-election municipalities in that area in proportion 
to their shares of the total Schedule 3 allocations for that area in the Division of Revenue Act, 2015. In line 
with the requirements of section 38(2)(c) of the Act, the allocations to the post-election municipalities 
responsible for the same areas of jurisdiction are reduced proportionately. As a result there is no net change in 
the total equitable share amount that will be transferred to an area in 2016/17. 

These changes are shown in Part 1 of this gazette, which shows the proportional reduction to each post- 
election municipality and then shows the corresponding initial transfer to each pre-election municipality. 
Amounts are only shown for 2016/17 (i.e. for the amounts in “Column A” of Schedule 3 of the Act). 

Conditional grants 

Section 38(4) enables the National Treasury to determine and publish conditional allocations for pre-election 
municipalities. National Treasury must consult the transferring officer of each grant (national department 
administering the grant) before gazetting an amount to a pre-election municipality. Any transfer to a pre- 
election municipality must be reduced from the allocation to the corresponding post-election municipality. 

National Treasury wrote to all transferring officers on 18 April 2016 to inform them of this provision and to 
request them to identify any pre-election municipalities that require transfers from the grant(s) they are 
responsible for administering. Requests to make transfers for pre-election municipalities were received for the 
following two conditional grants: 

• Municipal demarcation transition grant - this grant supports municipalities to implement the boundary 
re-determinations and transfers will be made to pre-election municipalities to assist them with the costs 
of preparing for these changes and to reimburse them for expenses already incurred. 38 per cent of the 
total amount allocated for this grant in 2016/17 will be transferred to pre-election municipalities; and 

• Urban settlements development grant - funds will be transferred to Mangaung in July 2016 to enable it 
to continue to implement ongoing infrastructure projects. 

These transfers to pre-election municipalities and the proportional reductions to the allocations for the 
corresponding post-election municipalities are contained in Part 2 of this notice. 

All other conditional grants will not make transfers to municipalities impacted by major re-demarcations until 
after 31 August 2016. In some cases, pre-election municipalities will incur expenditure on grant-funded 
programmes during July and August 2016. In such cases they will pay for these costs from their own funds and 
will then be able to offset these amounts against the transfers that their successor (post-election) municipality 
receives. 
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
